THE NEW YOKE MAYORALTY. 
Tammany and Irving Hall have at last 
harmonized upon a candidate for the May­ 
oralty', and have put in nomination \Y. K. 
Grace, a wealthy shipping merchant. The 
fact that he is a Roman Catholic, added to 
the known circumstance that John Kelly, 
who made the selection, is a pliant tool of 
the New York Catholic priesthood, has 
neoessarily created a great deal of criticism. 
The Herald, which is not to be suspected 
of Republican leanings, condemns the 
nomination in strong terms, and accuses 
Kelly of willful stupidity and blindness, 
in making a choice which is certain to drag 
religious prejudice into the contest. It is 
scarcely necessary to point out that the 
question of Roman Catholic influence in 
politics and local government Í3 a very- 
serious one in New York, and that there­ 
fore this nomination must arouse appre­ 
hension and excite prejudice in many quar­ 
ters. It is perhaps useless to imagine the 
possibility of any defection from the Dem­ 
ocratic vote on this account, unless it be 
from the German Democrats. The habit 
of voting the straight ticket is very- 
strong, and when it comes to the 
point it will probably be remembered that 
even a Catholic May or, so long as he is a 
Democrat, promises better pickings then 
any kind of a Republican would affuiil. 
The Republicans, however, have it in their 
power, by making a iirst-rate nomination, 
to rally and consolidate all the interests 
alarmed and menaced by the dangerous 
growth of priestly influence in municipal 
affairs, and on the whole it would seem 
that they- have a very encouraging pros­ 
pect before them. 


THE MODES ro DISTURBANCE. 
It appears that there are some very high- 
etrung Democrats at Modesto, and that the 
other night they took such offense at the 
play ing of a band, which had been sta­ 
tioned to welcome President Hayes, that 
one of their number, a Mr. Turner, conld 
not eontam himself, but declared that 
thereafter no Republican meeting should 
ever be held there undisturbed. 
Now, 
while the Republicans of Modesto could 
not be justified in interrupting a Demo­ 
cratic meeting, it doea not appear that the solidity of which signifies nothing less 
they really attempted to do anything of ; than the suppression of the vote of the 
i colored Republicans. These colored Re­ 
publicans have been disfranchised by the 


great questions of the hour discussed by 
able and eloquent speakers. That the oc­ 
casion will be interesting and inspiriting is 
certain ; but we hope that it may also be 
fruitful of sound and useful reflection, and 
that it may serve to swell the ranks of those 
elear-sighted and patriotic hosts who are 
advancing to preserve the government of 
our fathers from the dangers which men­ 
ace it. For assuredly there has never been 
a time since Buchanan basely surrendered 
hi3 high trust to the traitors in his Cabinet, 
when the keen instinct of patriotism was 
more urgently needed to guide the voter 
aright, than at this moment. W e are ap­ 
proaching the crisis of a Presidential can­ 
vass which is separated from all the polit­ 
ical contests before it by a broad line of 
demarcation. In the past, though party pas­ 
sion might run high, and selfish interests 
might discredit great movements, and cal­ 
umny and slander might be abroad, the peo­ 
ple had the assurance that however the 
struggle culminated the victory would 
rest with the lawful majority. But 
that supreme assurance exists no longer. 
The contest is no longer carried on upon 
equal terms and conditions. In fourteen 
States of the Union the foundations of free 
government have been uprooted. In those 
fourteen States the ballot is not free. In 
those fourteen States a numerical minority 
has usurped the government, and by sys­ 
tematic fraud, and when that fails by sys­ 
tematic violence, has reversed the normal 
order of things, and so stifled and sup­ 
pressed the majority vote. Tho result is 
that the Democratic party enters the con­ 
test grasping the electoral votes of these 
fourteen States, and openly boasting of the 
crime by which it has made a farce of the 
elections through all that region. In the 
light of these facts, the truth of which no 
conscientious Democrat dare gainsay, we 
affirm that the first and greatest duty in­ 
cumbent upon every American citizen who 
comprehends the conditions of free govern­ 
ment is to restore the sanctity of the bal­ 
lot throughout the Union. It has been 
said—and incongruously enough by a Dem­ 
ocratic Convention—that “ the right toa 
“ free ballot is a right preservative of all 
“ rights,” and the assertion is profoundly 
true, though in this case it is hypocritic­ 
ally advanced by a party which places its 
sole dependence upon organized repudia­ 
tion of the principle it professes. Until 
this question is settled no other can be in 
order, for how can any issues be discussed 
profitably while the power of determining 
them by the voice of the majority is de­ 
nied and withheld by one of the parties to 
the controversy ? 


Let us suppose, to bring the national 
situation home to ourselves, that an elec­ 
tion for Governor of California was pend­ 
ing, and that the Democrats had possessed 
themselves of all the counties south of San 
Francisco, and had by force and fraud 
guaranteed to themselves majorities in 
every one of those counties. Would the 
voters of the northern counties be willing 
to regard that state of things as legitimate 
and normal ? Would they consent to ig­ 
nore the methods employed to destroy ma­ 
jority rule in all the southern counties? 
Would they pass over this high-handed 
usurpation, and agree to discuss the ísbucs 
which their oppioncnts proposed ? Assur­ 
edly not. They would say that before 
anything else was thought «f it was neces­ 
sary to combine and rebuke the lawless 
and un-American methods adopted by the 
Democrats. 
They wonlJ perceivo that 
the very existence of republican institu­ 
tions was imperiled. They would unite in 
declaring that there must be “ afull vote, 
“ a free ballot, and a fair count,” as the 
first and indispensable conditions of any 
political action whatever. And wo say 
to our visitors here to-day, that this 
is precisely the political situation in 
the United 
States 
at 
the 
present 
moment. The Solid South is not a mere 
league of lawful voters, combined for 
ordiuary political purposes. It partakes 
in nothing of the characteristics of the 
North. It is a federation of usurpation' 


the kind, but that since President Hayes 
was coming, it was necessary to welcome 
him w hen he came, or not at all. 
Some­ 
thing, no doubt, must be pardoned to the 
heat of a campaign conducted with more 
than usual acrimony, but all threats of dis­ 
turbing meetings are equally foolish and 
impolitic, coming from either side. 
We 
arc not in the solid South here, and Cali­ 
fornians will not put up with the political 
methods of that region, and those who 
think differently are very sure to discover 
their error before they have gone far with 
their experiments. 


THE RIVAL ORGANS. 
The New York World and the New 
York Sun are rival Democratic journals, 
and just now they have locked horns in a 
quarrel which is tolerably sure to last dur­ 
ing the remainder of the campaign, and 
which, like all such quarrels, is very apt to 
result in the telling of tales out of school. 
The Sun is disgusted with the outlook, and 
does not hesitate to say what it thinks. 
The 11 or'd may be equally disgusted, hut 
it is more loyal to the party, and so it 
e jnceals its sentiments, and reproves its 
neighbor sharply. 
The Sun appears to 
hare lost its head somewhat, and not to 
know what it really wants, beyond the 
relief of its surcharged feelings, but the 
two Democratic organs no doubt entertain 
very little affection for one another, and 
are therefore likely to enliven the re­ 
maining portion of tho canvass with their 
mutual compliments. 
Truly it is pleasant 
to see brethren dwelling together in unity. 
THE NEWS ABOUT VICTORIO. 
A dispatch from Mexico yesterday inti­ 
mated that \ ictorio and his band had been 
aurroundoi and destroyed by a party of 
Mexican soldiers a few days ago. If, as 
alleged, the redoubtable chief had previ­ 
ously exhausted his ammunition, this story 
mav be true. But on any other hypothesis 
it is doubtful, since Victorio has for a full 
year baffled all the United States troops 
sent in pursuit of him, and has repeatedly- 
escaped the most «labórate plans for his 
capturo and destruction. 
That ho should 
succumb after so long and successful a 
campaign, to a party of Mexican soldiers, 
appears well nigh incredible, and we shall 
certainly require some further confirma­ 
tion of the intelligence before aocepting it.

Y/rho vetoed the Act granting homesteads to 
settlers upon the public lands, upon the 
ground, among others, that the bill would 
proclaim to all nations that whoever should 
arrive ia this country from abroad, and de­ 
clare his intention to become a citizen, might 
have a farm of 1(10 aerea by settling upon it. 
Upon the question of passing the bill over his 
veto in the Senate, the vote was, ayes 2S (less 
than two-thirds), nues 18. The nues were all 
Democrats, who constitute a part of the 
long line of Democratic statesmen. The 
ayes were l'.l Republicans, and 9 Democrats. 
Who, in his message to Congress, in De­ 
cember, 18(10, announced to the country and 
the world that there was “ uo p wer in Con­ 
gress or any other department of the Federal 
Government to coerce a State into submis­ 
sion, which is attempting to withdraw, or has 
actually withdrawn from the confederacy.” 
The substance of the message was: First, 
that South Carolina bad just canse for seced­ 
ing from the Union, or the “ confederacy,” as 
Buchanau railed it on this occasion. Second, 
that she had a right to secede. Third, that 
we have no right to prevent her from seced­ 
ing. A long line of Democratic Senators and 
statesmen indorsed this doctrine, and thereby 
encouraged other States to follow the exam­ 
ple of South Carolina. 
FRANKLIN PIERCE, 
Who wrote to Jeff Davis encouraging him to 
go on with war, aud promising that it would 
be Northern fields and cities, instead of 
Southern, that would be desolated. Many of 
his brother statesmen in the same line were 
of the same way of thought and feeiirg, and 
aided the secessionists in a more substantial 
manner than by mere letters of advice aud 
encouragement.

HORATIO SEYMOUR, 
Who, in a Democratic State Convention iu 
Albany, in 18G1, pronounced “ coercion by 
the North as no less revolutionary than seces­ 
sion by the South,” and was in full accord 
with hi3 brother statesmen in that Conven 
tion, who declared, in reference to the “ en­ 
forcement of the laws ” by the President, 
“ against this under all circumstances, iu 
every place aud form, we mnst now and at 
all times oppose a resolute and unfaltering 
resistance,” and “ if a revolution of force is 
to begin, it shall be inaugurated at home.” 
Tho doctrines of the Democratic paity in 
the North in 1SG1, as illustrated by the teach­ 
ings and example of a long line of the Dem­ 
ocratic statesmen of that day, were such as 
to cause great exultation and comfort among 
the secessionists, a leading one of whom, from 
South Carolina, thcu in Washington, re­ 
inal ked, in relation to the speeches and pro­ 
ceedings of these Democratic statesmen, 
“ There will be more men in New York alone 
to fight for us than the whole North can put 
down.” CLEMENT L. VALLAND1CHAM, 
Democratic member of Congress, a1 d candi­ 
date for Governor of Ohio—a disingnhheil 
expounder of the “ doctrines and traditions,” 
who was convicted by a military Commission, 
appointed by General Burnside, of treason­ 
able practices in attempting to “ weaken the 
power of the Government in its efforts to sup­ 
press an unlawful rebellion.” He was sen­ 
tenced to confinement in Fort Warren dur­ 
ing the war. Lincoln commuted his sentence 
to banishment to the Southern Confederacy. 
The Confederates did not want him. “ lie 
catne to his own, and his own received him 
not.” They needed men w ho could do fight­ 
ing instead of talking for the “ doctrines and 
traditions” and so they sent him to Canada, 
from which border, in connection with other 
rebel agents, he could do the most good. A 
Democratic Convention, at Albany, N. Y„ 
composed largely of the statesmen referred 
to in the platfoim of 1880, made an express 
demand upon Abraham Lincoln to release 
the unfortunate Copperhead, upon the 
ground that it was no crime in a 
tree country, even during a civil war, 
to preach democratic “ doctrines and tra­ 
ditions ” to soldiers. The President decliced 
the insolent request, and in his letter said 
“ he who dissuades one man from volunteer­ 
ing or induces one soldier to desert weakens 
the Union canso as much as he who kills a 
Union toldier iu battle.” Mr. Lincoln also 
alluded to the fact that they called them­ 
selves a meeting of “ Democrats,” and said 
he was “ thankful for the country’s sake that 
not all Democrats have done so,” and also re­ 
minded them that “ the Judge who rejecteil 
the constitutional views expressed iu these 
resolutions, by refusing to discharge Mr. 
Vailandighaui on habeas corpus, is a Demo­ 
crat of better days than these, having re­ 
ceived his judicial mantle at the hands of 
General Jackson.” 
Of such as the foregoing were those Dem­ 
ocratic statesmen known by the names of 
John B. Floyd, Jacob Thompson, Jefferson 
Davis, Breckinridge, Hunter, Mason, Slidell, 
CÜDgman, Bragg of North Carolina, Chest 
nut of South Carolina, Nicholson of Tennes­ 
see, Sebastian and Mitchell of Arkansas, 
Hemphill and Wigfall of Texas ; Samuel J. 
Tilden, who attempted to steal the electoral 
votes cf Oregon, Florida ar.d Louisiana; 
Garcelon. who attempted to steal the Govern­ 
ment of Maine by disfranchising the people ; 
Wm. M. Gwiu, who intrigued with Louis 
Napoleon aud Maximilian to overthrow 
Juarez and republicanism in Mexico, and 
establish a hostile empire there, in aid of the 
Southern Confederacy. 
Of such also, here on the Pacific coast, are 
W. T. Wallace, David S. Terry, Democratic 
candidates for Presidential Klectors, Jan ea 
T. Farley, Thomas H. Williams, Charles T. 
Botts, George Penn Johnston. Volney E. 
Howard ami others who, in lHtil, in Demo­ 
cratic Convention assembled, in accoidance 
with the Democratic doctrines of that day 
and the traditions l i the past, attempted to 
prevent tho Government from asserting its 
authority over the secede'd States by denying 
its constitutional authority so to do; and re­ 
solved in favor of “ recognizing the indepen­ 
dence of the Confederate States.” 
There has been a very respectable line of 
Democratic statesmen and patriots, such as 
Stephen A. Douglas.

H o lla n d , October 20th.—Trains arriving 
t. -day brought a large number of persons in 
search of friends and relatives lost on the Al­ 
pena. Every conveyance possible has been 
used to convey them to the beach. The 
beech from Grand Haven to Saugatuck lias 
been examined, and while any amount of 
wreckage can be found, uo bodies except the 
two already reported have been found up to 
this time—7:30 P. M. So many watchers are 
out ard so much excitement prevails that 
numerous rumors have been started in regard 
to bodies being fouud, but when traced they 
have failed to develop anything further. 
Large pieces of the cabin came iu this a.t- r- 
noon, just north cf the harbor. The wreck­ 
age is being broken up and carried 
away by relic hunters. The messe..rer 
who went south this afternoon has not 
yet returned, hut wiil be iu by ‘J p. M. The 
body of a boy recovered has not yet been 
identified. The wind is now southwest, and 
the sea still running so high that uo explora­ 
tions with tugs have yet been made. Search­ 
ers are preparing to go north toward Grand 
Haven and Muskegon to-morrow morning, in 
search of bodies, surmising that the wind 
being from the south nearly all day the 
bodies will float further north. Captain 
Bultin, of the Goodrich lice, has now a 
patrol from four miles south of Holland to 
Port Sheldon, ten miles north, and the line 
wi’l be extended south to Saugatuck aud 
north to Grand Haven, so that should any 
bodies come ashore the news will he received 
here as soon as a messenger can reach here 
by team. 
Vlolorio K lllcd mill Ills Rand I npfnrnl. 
G alveston (Tex.), October 19th.—A J\\u>» 
special from El Paso says: Intelligence 
reached here to-day that the Indian Chief 
Victorio had been killed, and most of his band 
killed or captured. Gen. Buell, who crossed 
the river acting in conjunction with a Mexi­ 
can force, was notified ten days since by 
General Teresnas that further advance into 
the interior of Mexico would lie objected to 
by the Mexican Government. (Jeneral Buell 
immediately withdrew to the American side.

Chief Victorio, 50 warriors aud 18 
women and children weie killed,and 7 women 
and children were taken prisoners ; 250 head 
of horses and mules were recaptured. The 
Mexican loss was 3 killed and 3 wounded, 
showing that the Indians were almost entirely 
destitute of ammunition. Within the past 
year Victorio aud his band have murdered 
upward of 400 peisons.

Second and Broadway street, in 
such a way as to cut off escape from the third 
story, where a number of women were at 
work. The firemen made heroic but ineffec­ 
tual attempts to rescue the women. After 
extinguishing the fire they succeeded in ex­ 
tracting the dead bodies of five women. Two 
nre not yet identified. The other three are 
Mrs. Daggett, Mrs. Signor and Mrs. Jack­ 
son. One of the unidentified n supposed to 
lie Mrs. Barrett. 
The loss is estimated at 
S25.000 ; insurance, $12,000. Twenty girls 
and two men were in the third story when 
the fire broke out. The girls passed down 
stairs in safety, but only two of the women 
followed their example. It is supposed that 
six of them delayed to change their clothing, 
nnti! the fire cut off their escape. One cf 
them broke hir leg in jumping from a win­ 
dow. The others were burned to death. Tho 
name of one not at first identified is Miss 
Welch.

Judge Cantwell made a brief and spirited 
speech on taking the chair, and then intro­ 
duced Senator Corger. 
He began by stating 
that he had come out for Garfield and Arthur, 
because he saw in the attitude of the South 
and the Democratic leader» a menace to the 
liberties of the people and the principles on 
which the Republic is based. His own party’ 
is but local, and has no national tick et; some 
of its members have goue, for this election, 
to the I!- publicans, some to the Greeuback- 
ers. some to the Democrats. 1’ or himself he 
chose to snpport the party that assured the 
liberties of the c untry and the safety ot the 
republic. Democratic newspapers hadcbarged 
that he had met General Miller. He had 
met him often in San Francisco on the etreet. 
If those papers meant to imply that he had 
met him corruptly, they were guilty of cruel 
falsehood, which* he flung back in their 
teeth. He referred at length to his I latt’s 
Hall speech, anti to the efforts of Democrats 
to induce their papers to take no notice of 
his canvass for the Republican Electoral 
ticket. He then took up the record of Judge 
Wallace and his statements that the Repub­

If we desire to see the Supreme Court recon­ 
structed so as to effect tin- setting aside of the 
thirteenth ami fourteenth amendments, we 
should vote the Democratic ticket. As to 
fiuanciat questions, he did not propose to eu- 
t-r upon a discussion in the time allotted, but 
it was singular that if the management of the 
Republican party is so bad as is stated by its 
opponents, that the country is so prosperous 
under it and its financial condition so good. 
The money of the world is the best money. 
The question of the Southern claims is one of 
much interest. General Hancock is not in 
harmony with his party on that subject. The

Purely a local matter, says General Han­ 
cock ; don’t interest the people much he says 
—imleed ! The speaker here read from Dem­ 
ocratic and other documents to show that that 
party has constantly occupied a position in 
opposition to the interests of the laboring 
man and the manufacturer, always opposing 
a protective tariff, which 
always causes 
the payment of better wages. He claimed 
that the Democratic policy would open 
the door 
to 
the products of Chinese 
cheap labor, to the exclusion of the products 
of the work of American mechanics and 
laborers and their necessary degradation to a 
wage paralleled with that of the coolie. The 
Workingmen’s party pronounced agaiustland 
monopoly. 
T h3 great land grants were made 
in a frenzy of railroad building, and both 
the Republican ami Democratic parties voted 
the grants. But that era has pa«-ed, and all 
parlies have agreed on a halt. The Republi­ 
cans originated and pissed the great home­ 
stead law. It mad 3 effective the declaration. 
or.ee a citizen always a citizen, aud made the 
American citizen respected iu all parts of the 
world. The Repub’ican paity is the party of 
progress, the party of trie nation, and not of any 
scciion ; it struck off the shackles of slaveiy 
and wrenched from the hand of the negro- 
dri vtr the bloody whip. It is the parry that 
buiit up and made this a great, free nation, 
breaking down the attempt of the Southern 
chivalry to disrupt the Union and break np 
the Republic. The Democratic party had in 
its eagerness for restoration became a smell­ 
ing party. It did smell cut Belknap, but at 
the »ame time unearthed Pendleton and his 
shortcomings, and since then neither Pendle­ 
ton nor the smelling committee has been 
heard from. A- to the Chinese question, he 
compared the Republican and Democratic 
platforms.

The Democrats for years en­ 
couraged or permitted the immigration of 
Chinese, aud treated relative to it. and never 
have done anything to check it. The Demo­ 
cratic plank was drawn by Wattersou, a 
former slave-owuer, who hasu’t yet got over 
cursing because slavery was abolished. The 
slave lords of the South find the negro emi­ 
grating ; they want a cheap, servile, non­ 
voting class, and the Chinaman just fills the 
bill. General Hancock is silent on the ques­ 
tion. 
He dares not speak, for there stands 
the New York Board of Trade, the influence 
of which he fears. 
He might go on, he said, 
for hours and show that the Democratic party 
has always been the workingman’s worsteuemy 
—has always deceived him, has always held to 
doctrines tending to his degradation. 
But 
these facts are well known to the people. 
He was a workingman, arm had fought on 
this Chinese question from the beginning, 
and had voted for bills which he knew were 
unconstitutional on this question. He did so 
to keep the question before the people of 
the East and secure attention, as was done at 
last, to the claims and interests of the work 
pig classes. Though h? had this record, lie 
declared the President did right to veto the 
Fifteen Passenger bill. 
He could not do 
otherwise under the code of international 
lav.’. 
The Democrats knew that, and only 
forced the veto upon him by pas-ing the bill 
in the shape it was, to gain a supposed cam­ 
paign advantage. 
With a stirring appeal for 
the support of Gaifield and Arthur by all 
thinking men, all laboring men, all men op­ 
posed to secession and a Southern domina­ 
tion, he concluded.
